the continuing teachers' strike, 
shoestring 
staffs manage to 


teach 
courses ranging 
from 


Mandarin to chemistry, biology 
to business law.

city's 1,1 million pupils out of 
school for six weeks drags on 
but out of It the youngsters at 
these schools appear to be find- 
Ing a new relationship with their 
teachers. 


With teachers acting both as 


instructors and principals the 
emphasis is on student self-dis- 
cipline. 
"Now that we could 


goof off If we wanted to, nobody 
seems to be doing It," noted one 
student at Seward Park High 
School. 


"Even though we have no ad- 


ministrative staff, we've had no 
discipline problems," said Mrs.

At Seward Park, about 100 


students showed up for classes 
along with 13 teachers Wednes- 
day. There were three loosely 
arranged morning periods and 
the youngsters were allowed to 
choose their classes. 


They were also allowed to 


smoke in a third-floor class- 
room. 


In one room Miss Ronna Reis- 


er, a language teacher, Instruct- 
ed a class of eight pupils in sec- 
ond year Mandarin, a Chinese 
dialect. "Ni you mel you byou?" 
("Do you have a wrist watch?") 
she asked. "Wa you byou," ("I 
have a wrist watch") respond- 
ed a student. 


At Central Commercial High 


School 207 students attended 76 
classes during six 40-minute 
periods in a half-day session.

Q—How long does it take for

WASHINGTON (AP) - A top 


Pentagon official says a report 
prepared by his own office for 
the U.S. delegation to a NATO 
meeting was wrong in its as- 
sessment of the Soviet threat in 
Central Europe after the inva- 
sion of Czechoslovakia. 


Alain C. Enthoven apologized 


In a letter to Sen. John S. Coop- 
er, R-Ky., for what he said was 
the erroneous conclusion that 
the Soviets were weaker after 
the Czech invasion last August. 


Enthoven said he believes in- 


stead that the net Soviet threat 
to Central Europe "has signifi- 
cantly increased, not reduced." 


Enthoven is the Defense De- 


partment's assistant secretary 
fo^r systems analysis, a key post 


created by former defense chief 
Robert S. McNamara In 1961. 


He referred to an appraisal 


drawn up by his staff for top 
U.S. officials including Cooper 
as they prepared to attend the 
meeting of NATO foreign minis- 
ters now under way in Brussels, 
Belgium. 


The thrust of Enthoven's orig- 


inal memorandum remained un- 
changed: That NATO forces re- 
main inadequate and should be 
up graded. 


The systems analysis apprais- 


al contended that in rough num- 
bers of men NATO forces can 
match those of the Warsaw 
Pact countries. 


"If NATO's military posture 


is ^adequate— and we think it is 
— it is not because we are gross- 
ly outnumbered," the paper 
said.

en" should have the right to 
"safe 
legal abortions," the 


Arnorican Public Health Asso- 
ciation's governing council de- 
clared today. 


In a formal resolution, it put 


no string on any woman's right 
to decide not to have a baby if 
she became pregnant. Such a 
stand goes far beyond even the 
most liberal of the present state 
laws. 


"The APHA urges that access 


to abortion be accepted as an 
important moans of securing 
the right to spacing and choos- 
ing the number of children 
wanted," the resolution said. 


"To this end, restrictive laws 


should be repealed so that preg- 
nant women may have abor- 
tions performed by qualified 
practitioners in medicine and 
osteopathy." 


The resolution will be distrib- 


uted to members of the pres- 
tigious, 
quasiofficial 
National 


Health Organization at its 96th 
annual meeting. It was adopted 
by a vote reported to have been 
about three to two among the 
council's 100-plus members. 


Most state laws prohibit abor- 


tions unless the mother's health 
js clearly endangered. 


A few states have recently 


modified this stand to permit 
abortions if, for example, there 
is good evidence that the yet-un- 
born infant might be deformed. 


None permits an abortion be- 


cause the woman, married or 
single, simply does not want a 
baby, or another baby. 


Illegal abortions are per- 


formed by the hundreds of thou- 
sands each year, often under 
conditions that result in serious 
infection or death, or later in- 
ability to have a child, and in. 
variably at exorbitant cost.

U.S* Warns Continued! 
Attacks in DMZ Could

"As the President and Secre- 


tary (of defense) Clifford have 
made clear," the State Depart- 
ment added, "our position is 
that serious talks could not be 
conducted if the DMZ were 
abused." 


The statement issued by State 


Department press officer Carl 
E. Bartch was mainly designed 
to provide some fresh assur- 
ances to Saigon that the United 
States has not agreed to any 
special status for the Viet 
Cong's political arm, the Na- 
tional 
Liberation 
Front—and 


does not consider the NLF to be 
"an 
indepandant 
entity" 
in 


South Vietnam. 


In addition, the statement re- 


jected implied claims of North 
Vietnam in recent statements
